Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicants proposed new amendments to claims 37 and 39-41 to delete "wild type", thus having the claims recite 
only detecting a nucleic acid of interest having a variant of a "known" nucleotide base in a predetermined position. The 
following issues were discussed during the interview: 

1) Applicants were asked to clarify the use of the word "known" nucleotide base. That is, whether or not the actual 
identity of the nucleotide (e.g., C, G, etc.) must be "known". 

2) Applicants argued that the instant invention is distinguishable from the teachings of Soderlund, since Soderlund 
uses labeled ddNTPs and dNTPs, whereas the present invention uses unlabeled ddNTPs. Also Applicant argues that 
the present invention results in labeled primer extension products that are indicative of the absence of the known 
nucleotide, which is not taught in Soderlund. 

Applicants were encouraged to place these arguments when responding to the outstanding final office action.
